Declaring that at least five south- 
ern states, Georgia excepted, would 
pass cotton prohibition legislation, 
Governor Huey FP. Long said: 

“It seems that the situation is al- 
most unanimous in the south if only 
the people of Texas will realize that 
no law is any good unless the cot- 
‘ton planting is entirely prohibited for 
1932. The state of Texas will get 
$125,000.000 for the cotton raised in 
that state this year, but if a law cap 
be passed entirely prohibiting the 
planting of cotton altogether for 1932, 
Texas will probably get $500.000,000 
for this year’s cotton crop. In oth- 
er words, Texas can get as much for 
this year’s crop as it will get for four 
years’ crops if it will lay off planting 
cotton altogether next year.” 

Condemning any half-way curtail- 
ment. Governor Long said: “I am 
authorized to say from the governor- 
elect of Mississippi that if the oth- 
er states come along to the plan to 
prohibit the planting of cotton alto- 
gether for the vear 1932, that we need 
not worry. about Mississippi coming 
into line. The commissioner of ag- 
riculture for the state of Alabama 
wires me that the situation in that 
state is overwhelmingly in favor of 
entirely prohibiting cotton raising in 
1932, but that unless Texas can come 
the full route. vo other law will do 
any good in Alabama. 

“Governor Blackwood, of South 
Carolina, informs me that the state 
is going to pass the law entirely pro- 
hibiting the planting of cotton,. but 
that should Texas compromise tie 
matter the law would be of no value 
and would kill the whole plan through- 
out the south. Governor Blackwood 
helieves that North Carolina can be 
depended upon: to come into line with 
the other states, enacting a 100 per 
cent law. 

“Governor Harvey Parnell. of Ar- 
kansas, says that in that state the 
people are over 75 per cent in favor 
of prohibiting cotton raising in 19382, 
‘but that in order to afford relief and 
a Valid legislation we must entireiv 
prohibit cotton raising altogether and 
that Texas would nullify the whole 
effort if it does not go the whoie 
way.”

“Balmoral Castle. September 5. 

“My dear Prime Minister: 

“T am commanded by the king to 
inform you that in the grave financial 
situation with which the country is 
confronted, his: majesty desires per- 
sonally to participate in the mevement 
for reduction of national expenditure. 

“The king has decided that his 
majesty’s civil list should be redueed 
by 50.000 pounds sterling while the 
emergency lasts. 

“When after the war, owing to the 
increased cost of living and the fall in 
the purchasing power of money, the 
civil list settled by parliament was 
found to be quite inadequate, drastic 
economies were made and therefore it 
is not easy to reduce the civil list 
further without sacrifice of some of 
the state functions which are tradi- 
tionally associated with the monarchy 
and without throwing numbers of his 
majesty's servants out of work. 

“After careful consideration, 
ever, the king has arrived at the con- 
clusion that by the exercise of the 
most rigid economy it should be pos- 
sible to reduce the civil list by 50,000 
pounds. 

“IT am to say that the queen and 
other members of the royal family who 
are in receipt of parliamentary grants 
are all desirous that reductions of 
these grants should be made during 
this time of national crisis.

to rub that numb arm, and staring at the plavs. 

The doctors told him last spring that he must teach 
that arm all over again—must bring back the usefulness 
of it again, must discover if those new nerve ends had 
made contact. 

Sid Williams spent the summer at the beach. He 
every day. He exercised that arm. He stayed in the

And yesterday afternoon when the golden-clad fig- 
ures came running out there was Sid Williams running 
with them—using that arm—swinging it—throwing 
passes—catching them. 

He’ll find out now if the arm is ready for. football again.
